agreement bad been reached, and out­ 
lining in brief what action had been 
taken by the board. -He said that the 
recommendation made to council ask­ 
ing that a $12,000 Dixon furnace be 
erected was final with them, and that 
it now remained for council to take 
the m atter in hand. 
In concluding his remarks Mr. Bul­ 
lock 
stated 
that 
Robert 
Bursner. 
m anager of the Sanitary 
Reduction 
company, had agreed to take the con­ 
tract of burning garbage alone, with 
the night soil eliminated, at his for­ 
mer contract price and that he w'ould 
arrange to bury the night 
soil In a 
location approved of by council. 
A 
motion was then made by Mr. Bullock 
to the effect that the Sanitary Reduc­ 
tion c o m p a n y be given a trial of three 
months 
In 
which

whether or not garbage could be dis­ 
posed of in the furnace.

Beginning by declaring the plant to 
be a nuisance, the attorney alleged 
that the Sanitary Reduction company 
had nover ^fulfilled 
a 
single clause 
stipulated lr. the franchise which had 
been granted it by the city. He sta­ 
ted that the place was a nuisance; 
that it had been declared so by 
the 
hoard of health, and that it was a 
menace to the health of those living 
in the community wherein it is loca­ 
ted. 
Aft« r dilating on the various odors 
which be insisted bad emanated from 
the crc matoiy during the time it was 
in 
operation,

averred that garbage furnaces of all 
kinds were failures.

plat** at the Lisbon tin mill occurred 
yesterday afternoon, when two men 
were crushed to death and four moro 
terribly Injured. 


Tho Dead. 
JOHN BLBUOH, aged 28, single. 
JOHN MONA, aged 45, leaving 
wife 
and two children.

All the victims were 
Roumanians. 
None, so far as known, have any fam

The six men were unloading 
tin 
bars from a fiat ear on a spur track in 
the mill yard at 2:30 p. rn. The track 
is laid on a slight curve, on on em 
baiikment IO feet high. 
The bars had ail hen removed from 
the upper Side of the car, leaving an 
undue weight on the lower side. The 
car suddenly turned completely over, 
falling upon the men 
and 
crushing 
them beneath it. 
. It was all so sudden that the men 
had not a second to think of escape. 
Plough w u n killed instantly. He was 
a handsome young man and was well 
liked by his eountrymon aud the men 
for whom he worked. 
Mona lived for half an hour. He was 
cut almost in two, and his bowels torn 
from their place. 
Moldervan is the least burt of the 
Injured. Thousands of pounds of met­ 
al! fell all around him. but he got off 
with a few cuts on the head. He can­ 
not speak English, but told a repor 
ter through an interpreter, that the car 
"just gave a groan and turned over," 
and he did not know how he escaped. 
Charles Lewis, the yard boss, who 
had (burge of the unloading of the 
cur, was not near when the accident 
occurred. 
He says he had cautioned 
the men about the danger of unloading 
one side before the other. 
But they 
did not understand or at least did not 
heiKl, and the car went over, carrying 
the men who were on top of it, along. 
The wounded men are doing well 
today. 
They are being cared for by 
the mill officials, who provided nurses, 
and physicians have done everything 
possible to make the sufferers com 
fortable. 
Tile two dead men were burled this 
afternoon In the city cemetery. 
The 
■xpenses of their funerals will 
he 
paid by the American Tin Plate com­ 
pany, as the men. so far as known, had 
little or no money. 
Coroner John L. Straughn last night 
viewed the ri*niuins of the meq killed 
iud is now taking testimony of wit- 
nesses of the accident.

Mr. Bullock told what had been done 
by the special committee of council 
which had conferred with the health 
board, saying" that 
no 
satisfactory 
agreement had been reached, and out­ 
lining in brief what action had been 
taken by the board. He said that the 
recommendation made to council ask­ 
ing that a $12,000 Dixon furnace be 
erected was final with them, and that 
it now remained for council to take 
the m atter in hand. 
In concluding his remarks Mr. Bul­ 
lock 
stated 
that 
Robert 
Bursner. 
manager of the Sanitary 
Reduction 
company, had agreed to take the con­ 
tract of burning garbage alone, with 
the night soil eliminated, at his for­ 
mer contract price and that he would 
arrange to bury the night 
soil in a 
location approved of by council. 
A 
motion was then made by Mr. Bullock 
to the effect that the Sanitary Reduc­ 
tion company be given a trial of three 
months 
in 
which 
to 
demonstrate 
whether or cot garbage could be dis­ 
posed of in the furnace. 
Mr. Cripps 
made an amendment to the motion, 
extending the time 
limit 
to 
six 
months. 
Before a vote was taken on either 
Abe amendment or the original motion 
■Attorney George Davidson, represent- 
' mg a number of property owners in 
the vicinity of the furnace, asked per­ 
mission to address the council, which 
was 
granted. 
Attorney 
Davidson 
made known that in case the furnace 
was allowed to begin operations at its 
present 
location an injunction 
suit 
would follow. 
Beginning by declaring the plant to 
be a nuisance, the attorney alleged 
that the S*nita*y Reduction company 
had never ^fulfilled 
a 
single clause 
stipulated lr. the franchise which had 
been granted it by the city. He sta­ 
ted that the place was a nuisance; 
that it had been declared so by the 
board of health, and that it wras a 
menace to the health of those living 
in the community wherein it is loca­ 
ted. 
After dilating on the various odors 
which he insisted had emanated from 
the crematory during the time it was 
in 
operation, 
Attorney 
Davidson 
averred that garbage furnaces of all 
kinds were failures. 
He referred 
particular to the plant at Youngstown, 
saying that it was a mere plaything 
and incapable of burning anything but 
paper and boxes. 
“Garbage 
is 
not 
burned,” he said, “not even 
potato 
peelings are allowed to go into the 
furnace.” 
At this juncture Mr. Bullock broke 
rn by stating that the Youngstown 
furnace was exactly the same as the 
board of health desired council 
to 
provide for this city. 
The attorney 
made no reply to Mr. Bullock’s state­ 
ment, but produced a handful of pap­ 
ers which proved to be petitions 
to 
which were attached 400 signatures 
of persons working near or living near 
the local crematory.

The worst accident that 
ever 
took 
place at the Lisbon tin mill occurred 
yesterday afternoon, when two men 
were crushed to death and four more 
terribly injured. 


The Dead. 
JOHN BLEIJGH, aged 28, single. 
JOHN MONA, agcil 45. leaving wife 
and two children. 


The Injured. 
NICHOLAS DAN. aged 
40, married; 
shoulder, back and breast crushed. 
JOHN MUNTEAN, aged 28, single; 
back, breast and shoulder hurt. 
JOHN MOLLER VAN, aged 22, single; 
head slightly bruised. 
STEPHEN FEN TZA, aged 35, 
mar­ 
ried; shoulder and back crushed. 
All the victims were Roumanians. 
None, so far as known, have any fam­ 
ilies in this country. 
The six mon were unloading 
tin 
bars from a flat car on a spur track: in 
the mill yard at 2:30 p. rn. The'track 
is laid on a slight curve, on an em 
bankmen! IO feet high. 
The bars had all ben reraovod from 
the upper side of the car, leaving an 
undue weight on tho lower side. The 
car suddenly turned completely over, 
falling upon the men 
and 
crushing 
them beneath it. 
It was all so sudden that the men 
had not a second to think of escape. 
Plough was killed instantly. He was 
a handsome young man and was well 
liked by his countrymen and the men 
for whom he worked. 
Mona lived for half an hour. He was 
cut almost in two, and his bowels torn 
from their place. 
Moldervan is tho least hurt of the 
injured. Thousands of pounds of met­ 
al! fell all around him, but he got off 
with a few cuts on the head. He can­ 
not speak English, but told a repor 
tor through an Interpreter, that the car 
‘Just gave a groan and turned over,” 
and he did not know how he escaped. 
Charles Lewis, the yard boss, who 
had charge of the unloading of the 
car. was not near when the accident 
occurred. 
He says he had cautioned 
the men about the danger of unloading 
one side before the other. 
But they 
did not understand or at least did not 
heed, and the car went over, carrying 
the men who were on top of it, along. 
The wounded men are doing well 
today. 
They are being cared for by 
the mill officials, who provided nurses, 
and physicians have done everything 
possible to make the sufferers com 
fortable. 
The two dead men were burled this 
afternoon in the city cemetery. 
The 
expenses of their funerals will 
be 
paid by the American Tin Plate com­ 
pany, as the men, so far as known, had 
little or no money. 
Coroner John 1.. Straughn last night 
viewed the remains of the men killed 
and is now taking testimony of wit­ 
nesses of the accident. A verdict will 
be rendered this evening or tomorrow.

Awaited by Stock Market— Moved to 


strength and Activity by a Ru- 
mo" From Northwest. 


New York. Oct. 23.—Waiting on the 
Northern Pacific settlement beet de­ 
scribes the condition 
of 
Tuesday's 
stock market. 
As the conviction is 
general that the final stops in the sot 
Bement must await tho presence In 
this city of J. P. Morgan, and as that 
gentleman was reported still in tho 
northwest on his return across the 
continent, the outlook for immediate 
activity iu the stock market was not 
promising. 
Whether any significance 
attaehes to the fact that out of the 
northwest came the influence which 
moved the stock market to strength 
and activity late in the day can only 
be surmised. 
There was no clearly 
defined explanation of the movement, 
but It grew and spread from the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern stocks and em 
braced the principal railroads in the 
northwest and the Vanderbilts all th* 
way to the seaboard.

REMEMBER THE

bread-winners of the country, should 
fully understand the nature and full 
significance of a tariff reform victory 
in Ohio this fall, or a reduction of the 
vote which was given for McKinley, 
protection and prosperity last fall.

In the entire Republican period from 
1865 to 1893 Republican rule had re­

up In the current ex­ 
penses of the government, and In 1896 
the Cleveland administration made an 
other loan of one hundred million dol­ 
lars principal 
and one hundred and 
sixteen million dollars Interest.

was over 500 million dollars, a legacy 
left to the people by th*- last Demo­ 
cratic administration,
